N the Reigne of King Richard the third , his Majeſty with his Army lay "n 
I at Leyceſter the night before the battell at Boſworth field was fought. Te d 

hapned inthe morning as the King rode through the South gatea poore old t 
blind man ( by profeſſion a Wheelwright ) fate begging ; and hearing of his Rl 
approach , ſaid, That if the Moone changed twice that day , haveing by her el 
ordinary courſe changed inthe marning , King R/chard ſhould loſe his Crown ir 
and be {laine : and riding over the bridge his left foor ftruck againſt a ſtump of t« 
wood : which the old man heating ſaid , Even ſo ſhall his head at his returne A 
backe hir on the ſame place , which fo came to paſſe : And anobleman thar le 
carried the Moone for his Colours revoulted from King Richard, whereby he o 
loſt that day his life , Crowne and Kingdome : which verified the prefages of bj 
that poore ole blind man, al

Ofthis King Henry and the Cardinall hearing, 
FRZEzZ Wa they were angry, lo the King ſent to ſee if ſhe would ſtand to 
her words. The Lord Duke, Lord Prercy, and Lord Da'cy (who came with 
their mendifpguiſed to Ring-houles, a mile trom Yorke, leaving their men 
there) went to Yorke late at night to Maſter Beaſleys houic in Conny ſteer, and 
defired to ſpeak with the Maſter, who came, and they whiipered in his eare 
to gocto Shiprens wite with them, and they went and knocked arthe doore , 
as ſhe ſajd come in Maſter Beaſley,and theſe honourable Lords with you. And 
then Mr. Beaſley would have put the three Lords bet-;re, aid ſhe ſaid, Come 
in Mr. Beeſley tor you know the houſe, and they doe not. This is a ſtrange 
thing (ſaid they one to another ) that ſhe knowes us, and never ſaw us,before. 
And they came in ( there being a good fire: ) and Mr. Beaſley {aid, by your 
leave mother Shipron, and ſhe ſaid, you are welcome Mr, Beaſley. Then the 
other three Lords ſaid the like. And ſhe called them all by their names, ar.d 
bid them welcome , and bid them fit downe, and bade her maid tetch ſome 
ale and cakes, and ſhe did fo. And they all dranke and wete very merry. Then 
ſaidthe Lord Duke, if you knew what we cameabout, you would not make ſo 
much of us. And ſhe fid, the meſſenger muſt either be hanged or headed. 
Mother $hipron (ſaid the Lord Duke) Cardinall Welſey ſaith, you ſaid hee 
ſhould never ſee Yorke. Yes ſaid, he mightſee Yorke, bur never come at it, 
The Duke faid, when Cardinall Wolſey.comes to Yorke thou ſhalt bee burnt. 
We ſhall fee that (faith ſhe) and ſhe had a kerchiefe on her head, which had a 
yard of cloth in it. And ſhe took it off her head, and her head was as white as 
wooll. And ſhe ſpread it on her knee, and threw it inthe fire, and let it be there 
agreat while : and when ſhe ſaw that it would not burne , the tooke her ſtaffe 
and turned it inthe fire, and it would not burne; then ſh< tooke ir our of the 
fire, and ſhaked it, and put it on her head againe.

your head ſhall be ſtolne fromthe Barrez and carried into France. And they 
Jaughed and ſaid , that is agreat hop indeed between the head and the body. 
Then ſaid the Lord Darcy, mother Shiprow, what muſt I doc ? you have made 
a great Gun ſaid ſhe) ſhoot it off, for it will never doe ydn gbod;youare go- 
ing for wartare, bur you will pine many a man, but kill none. Sothey dranke 
and oave her money, and went to Mr. Beaſl:es houſe, and lay there all nignt, 
The next morning they.went poſt ro the King. Soone after the Cardinall came 
to Cawood. and ſtayed there three dayes and three nights :and the third day 
the Crofle of the houſe top fell downe, and broke the Stewards head. The 
Cardinal hearing of ir, ſaid, I feare a greater croſle then this.
